SUES TO GET MONEY BACK 


Shoe Manufacturer Says No One 
Questioned Validity of Art 
Works at Prof. Volpi’s Sale. 


Jackson Johnson, millionaire shoe 


manufacturer, has filed suit through 
his art agents in New York to recover 
$8400 from Prof. Voipi of Florence, Italy, 
an art sdler of international renown. 
Two paintings, Carolus de Mallery.“ 


represented to Johnson as being the 
work of Peter Paul Rubens, and Au- 
gustin Lomellini,”” sold to him as a 
genuine work of Anthony Van Dyck, 
have been pronounced to be bogus by 
a committee of Eastern connoiseurs, in 
whose hands Jonnson placed them for 
a verdict. 

At his home, & Portland place, today, 
Johnson told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he could give none of the details relied 
upon by the judges to stamp the sup- 
posed old masters“ as fakes. 

“T relied upon the judgment of Martin 
Hofer, my agent, and the catalogued 
description of the pictures,” he said. 1 
am not an expert in matters of art.“ He 
wanted the pictures for the decoration 
of his new home, acquired more than 4 
year ago, after the destruction of a re- 
cently built residence in University City. 
The pictures are still in New York. 
Pietures Bought “Much Like Shoes.” 

Johnson said that at sales such as 
the one conducted in the American Gal- 
leries in New York last November, un- 
der the auspices of so well-known a 
personage as Prof. Volpi, no one ques- 
tions the authenticity of the claims 
made for pictures, although purchasers 
who feel they are not qualified to judge 
of the works depend on agents to assist 
them. He said the sellers of these works 
give no bonds or guarantees, and that 
the art purchases are made much as 
one would buy a pair of shoes. 

Fou put your money down and take 
the paintings as you would. for and 
take a pair of shoes from a store,“ he 

; “If the shoes do not prove to be 
what was claimed for them, you try 
to get your money back. In the pres- 
ent case the only recourse I have is to 
the courts“ Johnson has obtained an 
attachment to the extent of $11,800 
through Justice Hotchkiss against any 
property of Prof. Volpi that may be 
found in New York. 

Johnson said that after obtaining two 
pictures from Prof. Volpi he placed 
them in the hands of experts at the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York, and 
that these men for a time disagreed 
about them. He said it took a month 
of consideration before the paintings 
were declared to be not genuine. All 
the experts had to proceed upon was 
the characteristics of the painters. John- 
son said he had been told that the pose 
of a hand sometimes determined ex- 
aminers in their judgment. He de- 
scribed the pictures as being small. 
“Why, they are only that big,” he said, 
indicating with his hands a foot or foot 
and a half square. 

$1,000,000 Spent at Sale. 

Johnson said that almost a million dol- 
lars was spent for art treasures at the 
Volpi sale. As an instance of the values 
placed on some of the antiques offered, 
he mentioned that $66,000 was given for 
an ancient-looking incense burner, and 
about $15,000 for an antique cup. The 
sale of Volpi's collection lasted eight 
days, and included paintings from the 
Davanzati Palace and the Villa Pia, 
Florence. 

Affidavits filed with the Johnson suit 
declare the paintings bought by him are 
worth only about $100 each. Hofer, agent 
for Johnson, purchased the paintings 
after correspondence with Thomas E. 
Kirby of the American Art Galleries, In 
a statement given out in New York 
Hofer said he purchased $30,000 worth of 
art work at the sale, none of which has 
been questioned except the Johnson 


paintings.

Poll Shows Three Senators Open- 
ly Opposed to Him, 13 For, 
68 Non-Committal.

SAYS HE WON’T RESIGN 


Missourian Declares He Will Be 
Retained as Foreign Re- 
lations Chairman. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—‘‘Senatorial 
courtesy and the club spirit’ will 
save Senator William Joel Stone of 
Missouri from being deposed as chair- 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 


Committee. A poll taken by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent reveals that, of 
8 Senators interviewed, three publicly 
expressed themselves in favor of plac- 
ing another Senator more in accord with 
the foreign policy of the Government 
at the head of the committee, 13 are 
against his removal, and 68 are non- 
committal. Eleven could not be seen, 
and one (Senator Stone) was not inter- 
rogated. 

The questions asked were: 

Do you think that, in the circum- 
stances, Senator Stone should be con- 
tinued as chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee?’’ 

Do you not think that he should re- 
sign from office?’’ 

The three Senators who favor deposing 
Chairman Stone are Paul O. Husting of 
Wisconsin and Josiah Wolcott of Dela- 
ware, Democrats, and Sterling, Repub- 
lican, of South Dakota. 

The 13 Senators in favor of his reten- 
tion are: Cham -riain of Oregon, Gore 
of Oklahoma, Kirby of Arkansas, Lewis 
of Illinois, Myers of Montana, Newlands 
of Nevada, Overman of North Carolina, 
Reed of Missouri, Thomas of Colorado 
and Vardaman of Mississippi, Demo- 
crats; Penrose of Fennsylvania, Smoot 
of Utah and Townsend of Michigan, Re- 
publicans.

Senator Stone said: 

i will not resign from the chairman- 
ship of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tec, and I will be left in that position 
by the Democrats who organize the 
committee.” 

Senator Husting said: I should think 
that Senator Stone would naturally feel 
that he couldn't serve at the head of 
the committee at this time. To retain 
Stone as chairman would be indorsing 
Lim and repudiating the President, and, 
by repudiating Stone as chairman, we 
would show our indorsement of the 
Fyesident's position. We need men at 
the head of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee now to help carry out the Pres- 
ident’s program.“ 

Senator Wolcott said: 

“If I was a member of the Democratic 
steering committee, I would be opposed 
to retaining Senator Stone as chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee. 1 
believe there is a peculiar necessity for 
tne chairman of that committee being 
in accord with the national administra- 
tion in regard to foreign policies 

Senator Sterling: “Independently of 
the President’s statement, I could not 
favor Stone's retention as chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee, in 
view of his position on the armed neu- 
trality bill.” 

Senator Smith of South Carolina said: 
“If I found myself out of harmony with 
my party on its foréign policy, I should 
not feel that I would want to continue 
in a position where I would be called 
upon to carry out such policy.“ 


Steering Committee Meeting. 

The Democratic steering committee, 
which will select the chairman and other 
rembers of the Senate committees, will 
meet today to make assignments. As 
far as can be learned, Senator Stone 
has not made any application for the 
pest of foreign chairman. It is the 
opinion of Chairman Martin of the ‘com- 
mittee, and of other Senators, that Sen- 
stor Stone will be continued in the po- 
on.

DEFECTIVE CURBING’. 


~~ ACCEPTED BY CITY 


Kinsey Says 12 Cents a Foot 
Was Deducted From Con- 
tractor’s Payment. 


Although condemned by inspectors 
and admitted by President Kinsey 
of the Board of Publle Service to be 


unsightly and in violation of specifi- 
cations, 1200 feet of curbing around 
parking places in the middle of 
Skinker road has been accepted by 
the city and the contracting concern 
which did the work has been paid all 
but $146.56 of the price fixed in the 
contract. The Webb-Kunze Construc- 
tion Co. was the contractor. A. C. 
Kunze, president of the company, is 
Republican City Committeeman of 
the Twenty-setond Ward, and is sup- 
porting Mayor Kiel for renomination. 

The final payment to the Webb- 
Kunze Co. was made Feb. 24, on rec- 
ommendation of Kinsey. The total 
cost of improving Skinker road te- 
tween Forsyth avenue and Clayton 
road was $84,149.73. The contract 
was let Sept. 10, 1915, and more than 
a year was spent in finishing the 
job. 

Kinsey last September told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the contractors 
would be penalized for delays, as the 
contract provided, but now declares 
that the construction company was 
not at fault. 

The curbing which Kinsey says in- 
spectors condemned as unsightly and 
improperly finished is in part that 
which encircles the parking spaces 
that begin at Wydown avenue. The 
first of these is 2100 feet long, the 
second is 360 fet long and the third 
is 1600 feet long. Each is 21 feet 
wide. 

“The curbing is structurally sound, 
although of poor finish and not ac- 
cording to specifications,” Kinsey 
said. “We decided that we could not 
reconstruct it without weakening the 
foundation of the street, and no fin- 
ish could be added once the concrete 
was hard. The only remedy then was 
to deduct from the contractor's pay- 
ment at the rate of 12 cents a foot for 
120 feet, which was done. The inspec- 
tors warned the construction company 
when the curbing was laid that it was 
not satisfactory, but for some reasor 
the condition E not corrected.

UNLIMITED DEBATE RULE, 
OVER A CENTURY OLD, 
ABANDONED BY SENATE 


It Votes 76 to 3 for Form of Cloture Agreed to by 


Democratic and Republican Caucuses— 


Ends Organized Filibustering. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The Senate 
today began its deliberations under a 
new rule which will forever end organ- 
ized filibusters in that body. If enforced 
it will prevent any little group of wil- 
ful men, such as that which President 
Wilson held tg be responsible for block- 
ing the passage of the armed neutrality 
bill, from staving off a vote upon a bill 
before the Senate. 

The new rule was adopted by the Sen- 
ate last night by a vote of 76 to 3. Un- 
der it, two-thirds of the Senators present 
and voting can in future limit debate 
and say when a vote shall be taken on 
a pending measure. The rule is the one 
which was agreed to by both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican caucuses Wednes- 
day night. 

In adopting the new rule the Senate is 
abandoning a century-old custom under 
which a Senator was permitted to talk 
as long as his physical strength held 
out. 

The new rule was under discussion 
only six hours when a vote was reached. 
Those voting against the rule were Sen- 
ators La Follette, Gronna and Sherman. 

Provisions of New Rule. 

Ir brief, the new rule provides that 
on petition of 16 Senators to close de- 
hate on a pending measure, the Senate, 
ty a two-thirds vote, on the following 
day but one, may limit debate there- 
after to one hour to each Senator. It 
includes provisions to prevent dilatory 
tactics and the introduction after clo- 
ture is ordered of amendments not ger- 
rane to the pending bill. 

Many Senators who favored the 
change do not look upon it as a cloture 
rvle such as prevails in the House of 
Representatives, where the Rules Com- 
iniitee, with a majority behind it, can 
set the limits upon speech and the hour 
for a vote. Others fear that the new 
rule is but an entering wedge, and that 
the days of the Senate as the only legis- 
lative body in the world where there 
can be full and free discussion, are 
r umbered.

When Senator Smith of Georgia said 
the change in rules would be useful to 
prevent occurrences such as that of the 
past week, Senator Stone remarked: 

“If our action results in the Senate 
being able to do some business, then the 
occurrences of last week have not been 
in vain.”’ 

A resolution was prepared by Senator 
McLean of Connecticut requesting the 
President to call a special session of 
Congress March 20 because “important 
measures vital to the honor and safety 
of the nation require immediate atten- 
tion.“

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HOUSE PASSES KINNEY'S 
ST. LOUIS WATER BILL

JEFFERSON CITY, March 9. — The 
Kinney bill to take the St. Louis Water 
Department from the jurisdiction of the 
Missouri Service Commission, which has 
had the joint opposition of the pri- 
vately owned public utility corporations 
of the State and the State Commission, 
was saved from defeat in the House to- 
day by Representative Farris, Demo- 
cratic floor leader. 

Speaker Watson, who was opposed to 
the bill’ and who voted against it, re- 
fused to recognize McPherson of St.

hurriedly announced the vote closed 
and directed the clerks to tally it. 
Realizing it was defeated unless a 
few more votes were obtained, Me-

Mrs. Wheeldon on Stand at 
Trial for Poison Plot Against 
Premier. 


LONDON, March 9—The taking of 
testimony in the trial of Mrs. Alice 
Wheeldon, her two daughters and Alfred 
George Mason, husband of one of the 
daughters, was resumed today before 
Justice Low in the Old Bailey. The pris- 
oners are charged with conspiring to 
murder Premier Lloyd George and 
Arthur Henderson, Labor member of the 
War Council. 

The case was delayed yesterday be- 
cause of the illness of a juror, which 
nécessitated the swearing in of a new 
jury and the repetition of the testimony 
submitted up to that time. 

Mrs. Wheeldon in her testimony today 
admitted she often had expressed the 
hope that the Premier and Mr. Hen- 
de-s0n would soon be dead. At the mo- 
rent of this expression it represented 
her wishes, she testified. 

No Wish to Take Life. 

On being questioned whether the poi- 
son which she testified previously - had 
been obtained to kill dogs, would not 
have been just as available to get rid 
of Premier Lloyd-George and Mr. Hen- 
derson, the witness said: 

J did not desire it to be Carried out. 
I never wished to take anybody's life 
or to have anybody's blood on my con- 
science. That is why I objected to the 
army taking conscientious objectors.”’ 

Mrs. Wheeldon declared various occur- 
rences, which, the Crown contends, fit 
in with its case, were all coincidences.

Speaker Watson Uses Gavel to 
Prevent Members From Reply- 
ing to Message’s Statement.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 9.—The 
controversy over the attitude of Sen- 
ator Stone on the armed noutrality 
bill in the closing hours of Congress, 
came near arousing the House of 
Representatives this morring, when 
Harry B. Hawes of St. Louis, rising 
to a question of privilege, read a 
telegram from Senator Reed defend- 

ing Stone. 

Speaker Watson used his gavel to 
prevent replies by other members, 
who sought to discuss the telegram 
from the floor. In the telegram 
Reed, who has been active in defend- 
ing Stone, said Stone's speech was 
not of unsual length. 

Representative Farris of Phelps 
County, Democratic floor leader, was 
on his feet as soon as Hawes finished 
reading the telegram, and shouted: 

“Will the Junior Senator from Mis- 
sourt explain to us what is a speech 
of unsual length in the closing hours 
of the Senate? I think four hours 
and a half is a speech of uhusual 
length. The Junior Senator had bet- 
ter keep out of this. He has been on 
the verge of trouble with the people 
of Missouri.” 

The Speakers gavel shut him off 
and he took his seat. 

Telegram From Reed. 

The telegram from Reed follows: 

‘In reply to your telegram, will state 
that the Congressional Record proves 
beyond peradventure that Senator Stone 
did not engage in a filibuster to pre- 
vent the passage of what is known as 
the armed ship bili. 

Moreover, the record clearly shows 
tnat Senator Stone exerted himself to 
the utmost to bring the bill before Con- 
gress at the earliest possible moment 
anc to procure a vote upon it before 
adjournment. 

The record shows that Senator Stone 
ints oduced the bill the moment the com- 
mittee had completed the bill; that he 
asked that the bill be immediately read 
twice and referred back to the comniit- 
tee, which, as you know, is a necessary 
leyisiative step. 

He stated that the committee wotld 
iinmediately — the bill back to the 
Senate. y 

After it had been read once and be- 
fore it could be read a second time, 
La Follette objected to a second read- 
ing on the same calendar day. 

“In order to lose no time, Senator 
Stone moved to adjourn at a few mo- 
ments before midnight, and that the 
Senate reconvene at 20 minutes past mid- 
night. 

“Done to Rush Passage.” 

“This was done by Senator Stone to 
rush the passage of the bill. 

“The bill was immediately reported 
back to Senator Stone, who, at the first 
possible moment, moved to make it the 
unfinished business. 

Having placed the bill in this fa- 
vorable position, and, because he was 
desirous of offering an amendment, he 
turned the management over to Senator 
Hitchcock, who was in favor of the bill 
without amendment. He offered an 
amendment which, if adopted, would 
have left the bill so the President would 
have had ample funds and full author- 
ity, but would have provided that the 
guns furnished by the American Gov- 
ernment should not be placed upon 
ships carrying munitions of war to bel- 
ligerents. He urged that a vote be 
taken upon his amendment and upon 
the bill. 

The speech he made was not of un- 
usual length and was a great constitu- 
tional and patriotic utterance. 

“After Senator Stone had concluded, 
certain Senators, who really believed 
that Congress ought to be in session 
if war were to be declared, prolonged 
the debate undoubtedly with the inten- 
tion to prevent the passage of important 
revenue bills, thus forcing a reconvening 
of Congress.

Evidence Designed to Show 
Two Men Got $60,000 on His 
Order Reported Given. 


GRAND JURY INQUIRY 


Land Commanding West Point 
Said to Have Been Purchased 
by Ernest Sekunna. 


NEW YORK: Marth 9.— Evidence de- 
signed to show that Dr. Chandre Chak- 
raberty, a Hindu physician, and Ernest 
Sekunna, a German chemist, received 
more than ‘$60,000 from Wolf von Igel, a 
member of the staff of Count von 
Bernstorff, former German Ambassador 
in the United States, upon the order of 
Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, German For- 
eign Minister, with which to foment a 
rebellion in India, is reported to have 
been presented to a special Federal 
grand jury here. 

The information was contained in pa- 
pers confiscated in the Government’s 
raid on Von Igel's offices in Wall street 
while seeking evidence in the plot 
against the Welland Canal. The papers 
were officially used by the Government 
for the first time yesterday, it was 
stated, the utilization having heretofore 
been prevented by the vigorous protests 
of Count von Bernstorff. 

Although the papers had been taken 
from the jurisdiction of the local Fed- 
eral courts to Washington, Count von 
Bernstorff failed to take advantage of 
the Attorney-General’s offer to return 
any papers identified by him as official 
documents. 

Papers Before Grand Jury. 

The documents were taken to the 
grand jury room by Capt. William B. 
Offley, divisional superintendent of the 
Department of Justice, under whose di- 
rection virtually all of the German plot 
and propaganda arrests in this city have 
been made. 

The Zimmermann order was obtained 
by Dr. Chakraberty in the summer of 
1915, when he went to Berlin for the spe- 
cial purpose of interesting the German 
Foreign Office in his Indian rebellion, 
according to the Government agents. It 
is not believed that the Zimmermann 
memorandum is an autograph letter, but 
it is understood to have been written 
in his office at his dictation after Dr. 
Chakraberty’s scheme had been ap- 
proved. — 

Although Dr. Chakraberty and Se- 
kunna spent some of the money obtained 
from Von Igel in $3000 and $4000 pay- 
ments, the authorities are investigating 
a large sum said to have been investe: 
in Dr. Chakraberty’s name. He has 
$15,000 in savings banks, 315,000 invested 
in negotiable securities and title to two 
houses in uptown Manhattan, the Gov- 
ernment claims. 

Both suspects were taken to the 
Tombs when their bail bonds of $25,000 
each were suddenly canceled by their 
bonding company.

“ICOUNT ZEPPELIN DIES 


FOLLOWING A SERIES 
OF DISEASE ATTACKS 


Noted German Air Expert Was 
Recovering From Operation 


Him; Spent Fortune in Per- 
fection of Dirigibles. 


LONDON, March 9.—Count ven Zeppe- 
lin suffered from dysentery. for some 
time prior to his death at noon yester- 
day at Charlottenburg, near Berlin, and 
a complication of the malady necessitat- 
ed an intestipal operation, says a Berlin 
dispatch to Reuters by way of Amster- 
dam. The operation was successful and 
his recovery was hoped for, when mumps 


lungs. It was difficult for him to re- 
ceive nourishment and his power of re- 
sistance was considerably weakened. 

The London morning newspapers today 
print long obituaries of Count Zeppelin, 
whose career is reviewed in most in- 
stances dispassionately and in some 
cases with tributes to his patriotism and 
perseverance. Justice is done to the re- 
markable development of the Zeppelin 
airship as a traveling machine, although 
the achievements in aerial navigation 
associated with Count Zeppelin’s name 
are ascribed to his engineers rather than 
to himself. The reputed ambition of 
Count Zeppelin to lay London in ruin 
and his alleged confidence in the ability 
of his machines to achieve this object 
are recalled. 

Served in Union Army. 

Count Zeppelin celebrated his seventy- 
eighth birthday in Stuttgart, July 8 last. 
He served with the Union forces in the 
United States during the Civil War. 
He subsequently became 4 balloon en- 
thusiast, but it was not until he was 
70 years old that he became famous as 
the builder of the world's first practical 
dirigible balloon. 

He had spent all his personal fortune, 
amounting to nearly $1,000,000, in air 
experiments. On his seventy-fifth birth- 
day he navigated his twentieth airship. 

Emperor William, before the European 
war began, proclaimed Count Zeppelin 
to be “the greatest German of the 
twentieth century.“ As a token of ap- 
preciation he conferred upon him the 
exalted order of the Black Eagle, the 
highest honor in the Emperor's power. 

It was in the United States that Count 
Zeppelin made his first balloon ascen- 
sion, It occurred while he was follow- 
ing Gen. Carl Schurz in the Civil War 
as a military observer for the German 
army. A captive balloon in use for 
military observation. by Union troops 
greatly interested the young German 
officer, and he was taken up in it in

Testimony of All of Govern- 
ment’s Chiefs at Time of 
Campaign Is Revealed. 


LONDON, March 9.—The remarkable 
document issued yesterday by the spe- 
cial commission which was appointed to 
inquire into the Dardanelles expedition 
makes public some of the testimony giv-, 
en by the notable figures concerned in 
the ill-fated operation, among them 


the First Sea Lord, and Herbert Henry 
Asquith, then Premier. Such revelations 
seldom have been published in time of 
war by any Government. 

The entire country, particularly parti- 
sans on the controversy which was 
waged over the parts played in the 
Dardanelles drama by Churchill, Lord 
Fisher, Kitchener and Asquith, have 
read these revelations with most intense 
interest. . 

No other document concerning the war 
has thrown so much light upon the inner 
history of the operations. The com- 
mission discussed the whole system of 
British management of naval and mil- 
itary affairs, from the methods of the 
Premier himself to those of the junior 
members of the sea lord's board, and 
@xpounds critical conclusions with per- 
fect frankness. 

Far from settling controversies, the 
document appears likely to bring up an 
interesting case of Winston Spencer 
Churchill versus Jacky“ Fisher, or at

This was Lord Cromer’s last public 
work.

The witnesses examined 
included, besides those already named, 
Viscount Grey, former Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs; Arthur J. Balfour, for- 
mer First Lord of the Admiralty, and

BIPARTISAN LAW 
FOR SCHOOL BOARD 
NEAR ENACTMENT 


Nomination Would Equal Elec- 
tion, Under Measure Now 
Before Senate. 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 9.—If the 
Senate completes its calendar today, the 
St Louis bi-partisan School Board bill 
probably will be enacted before night. 
The bill provides that each party may 
nominate only half the number of mem- 
bers to be elected to the St. Louis Board 
of Education at any election. It would 
mean that nomination would be equiva- 
lent to election. The bill was introduced 
jointly in both houses. Senator Joe Bro- 
gan is its sponsor in the Senate; Repre- 
sentative Connor of St. Louis in the 
House. ' 

The House bill has been passed, and 
is on today's Senate calendar for pas- 
Rage. 

The Senate bill went to engrossment 
without serious opposition, but probably 
will die in the -engrossment calendar if 
the House bill is passed by the Senate. 

A bipartisan School Board bill for St. 
Louis was introduced by Representative 
Blesse early in the session. It provides 
that members of the board should be 
appointed by the Mayor in equal ratio 
from the two major parties. 

Senator Brogan said he favored the 
selection of board members by party 
action, rather than through appointment 
by the Mayor, and the bill now up for 
passage in the Senate was drawn to 
cover this feature of the Blesse bill. 


Board Members See Danger in New 
Proposal. 

The bipartisan school board bill, 
affecting St. Louis, is causing consid- 
erable discussion among those closely 
interested in the affairs of the Board 
of Education as to its. probable pur- 
pose. Frank X. Hiemenz and other 
members of the board learned of the 
bill only yesterday. 

The bill, on its face, does not show 
whether its purpose is to bring about 
the jnomination of board members in 
the primary elections or by party 
conventions. 

It was pointed out by Hiemenz to a 
Post- Dispatch reporter that if its 
purpose was to nominate by party 
conventions it would give each- party 
machine the right to name half of 
the members, and as the nominations 
in the convention would amount vir- 
tually to the election of the men 
named, the public would have no re- 
course, and would be forced to ac- 
cept unfit candidates, if such were 
selected by the political machines. 

Nominations Would Elect. 

If it is the purpose of the bill to throw 
the selection of board members into the 
primary, it was pointed out, any num- 
ber of candidates for the places might 
file, but only half the number to be 
elected could be nominated on each 
party ticket, under the law. Thus, if 
there were six members to be elected, 
each party would be limited to the nom- 
ination at the primary election to three 
candidates. Their nominations would be 
virtual elections. 

The desire of local Democratic politi- 
clans to keep a proportional representa- 
tion on the board, under all cireum- 
stances, probably caused the introduc- 
tion of the bill, board members. said. 

Since 1897 an agreement has existed 
between the Democratic and Republican 
parties to keep the board bipartisan by 
conferring in conventions and deciding 
upon the nominations of an equal num- 
ber of candidates of each party.

This agreement has been broken, when 
fights on certain candidates arose. In 
1915 the Democrats refused to accept the 
candidates named by the Republicans, 
and the latter then refused to accept 
those named in the Democratic conven- 
tion. 

Js resulted in the fight being car- 
rea to the polls, and all the Republic- 
an candidates were elected, making the 
board Republican by eight to four. C.

f.epublican majority was cut down to 
three through the appointment by May- 
ur Kiel of A. Holt Roudebush, a Demo- 
crat, to the vacancy.

Received by Large Audience; 
Libretto by Mackaye.

NEW YORK, March 9.—C)era in En- 
glish, the product of two Americans, 
was presented in the Metropolitan last 


night. The work was The Canterbury 
Pilgrims,” for which Reginald de Koven 
wrote the music and Percy Mackaye 
the text, 

A large audience, in which were many 
prominent persons, manifested great in- 
terest, for “The Canterbury Pilgrims’ 
is the most pretentious operatic effort 
of the composer of many light operas, 
one of which (Robin Hood) is the most 
popular work of its kind ever written by 
an American. 

Last night's gudience seemd in no way 
displeased that De Koven had chosen to 
treat the light theme provided by Mack- 
aye with tuneful simplicity. In point of 
fact, the melodic elements of The 
Canterbury Pilgrims’ found response 
several times in the opera’s progress, 
the first spontaneous applause coming 
at the end of the second act sextet. 

The performance was one of distinct 
excellence in ensemble—so good that one 
felt inclined to overlook individual 
lapses. Arturo Bonanzky’s orchestra 
and chorus responded to his direction to 
their fullest extent. 

One would have liked Edith Mason to 
adhere more rigidly to the key, and to 
have sung with more warmth, for her 
Prioress, though pleasant to look upon, 
needs more life and vitality. But Jo-, 
hannes Sembach as Chaucer sang with 
surprisingly appropriate feeling, and 
though he, too, was badly out of tune 
in the second act, his musical and his- 
trionic achievement had much to do 
with the strength of the performance. 

A fitting colleague was Margaret Ober, 
as the wife.of Bath; and commendation 
must be given to the accomplishments 
of Paul Althouse as the Squire Basil 
Ruysdal, who appeared as the miller; 
Max Bloch, who was capital as the 
Friar, and Marie Sundelius and others 
in a lengthy cast. As for the English 
sung. that was of various quality in the 
accents supplied. But, after all, in an 
auditorium the size of the Metropolitan, 
it did not much matter what was the 
language of the text. it was sufficient 
that the presentation had smoothness 
and effectiveness. 

The audience gave the composer and 
librettist all the honors due. De Koven 
and Mackaye were called before the 
curtain after the third act and many re- 
mained after the. opera to renew the 
applause, The big curtains were finally

ISANTIAGO TAKEN 


AND CUBAN REBELS 
FLEE FROM C 


Washington Informed That Gov- 
ernment Forces Have Re- 
gained Control. 


ARMS ARE THROWN AWAY 


Victory, Folowing Capture of 
‘Leader, Viewed as Mark- 
ing Rebellion’s Collapse. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—Official dis- 
patches to the Navy Department today 
established that Cuban Government 
forces have regained control of San- 
tiago, the stronghold of the rebel up- 


rising. 

President Menocal has notified this 
Government that Gov. Munoz, in com- 
mand there, represents him and the 
recognized Cuban Government. 

The re-possession of Santiago and the 
capture of the rebel leader, Gomez, and 
his staff, is received here as marking 
the collapse of the rebellion. Today’s 
dispatches do not say whether there 
was a fight, but say the rebels, ‘‘real- 
izing they were traitors about to be 
captured,“ threw away their arms and 
fled to the outskirts. 

It appears from the dispatches, which 
are incomplete, that the Munoz forces 
took the city by a coup within it and 
before troops marching on Santiago had 
arrived. 

Munoz previously had declared himeelf 
loyal to President Monocal and the Gov- 
ernment and at his request American 
forces were landed to protect foreign 
interests in case the departing rebels 
should attempt to re-enter after having 
gathered their forces outside. 


Four Hundred Men From U. S. War- 
ship Land at Santiago. 
SANTIAGO, Cuba, March 9.— Four hun- 
dred men from American warships have 
landed and taken charge in Santiago. 
The cane flelds and the Union Sugar 
Mills at San Luis, 10 miles north of San- 
tiago, are burning. The people of San 
Luis are greatly alarmed and have built 
barricades in the streets, expecting an 

attack from the rebels. 

The Americans were landed from the 
mine layer San Francisco, the cruiser 
Olympia, the gunboat Petrel and the 
gunboat Machias. 

The people of Santiago have regained 
confidence since the landing of the 
Americans. There has been no fighting 
here since. Heavy fighting is reported 
in the vicinity of Palm Soriano. Many 
civilians are saving the city to join the 
Constitutionalist army. 

Government forces commanded by Col. 
Varona have landed at Antilla, on the 
northern coast of Oriente Province, di- 
rectly across the island from Santiago. 


Landing of Marines in Cuba Reported 
te Washington. 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—Landing of 


American marines and bluejackets at 
Santiago, Cuba, was reported today in 
dispatches to the State and Navy de- 
partments. The reports said there had 
been no fighting in the city or its sub- 
urbs up to miunight last night. 

The naval forces were sent ashore by 
Commander Belknap, commanding the 
United States squadron in Santiago har- 
bor, on his own responsibility and at 
the request of the civil Governor. An 
attack on the city by rebel forces was 
impending and Commander Belknap put 
his men ashore to prevent loss of for- 
eign lives and destruction of foreign 


property.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Repre- 
sentative Mondell of Wyoming, Re- 
publican, who conferred with Post- 
master-General Burleson, yesterday, 
by invitation, said the Postmaster- 
General told him that his order or 
Wednesday providing for modified 
civil service for first, second and 
third class postmasters after April 1 
was in pursuance of his purpose to

WITNESS AGAINST SEATTLE 
MAYOR Lone A BOOTLEGGER 


Uperations in Three Prohibition 
States Described in Trial of 
Hiram Gill and Others. 


SEATILE, Wash., March 9%.—De- 
scribed by the prosecution as a man 
“most of whose life had been occupied 


in bootlegging and gambling,’ and 
by opposing counsel as a murderer 
and habitual criminal, Logan Bil- 
lingsley, principal witness for the 
United States Government in the case 
ugainst Mayor Hiram C. Gill and oth- 
ers, gave testimony today concerning 
his operations as a systematic violat- 
or of prohfbition laws in Oklahoma, 
West Virgina and Washington. 

The defendants, besides Mayor Gill, 
are Chief of Police Charles L. Beck- 
ingham; former sheriff Robert T. 
Hodge and four detectives, indicted 
by a Federal Grand Jury for alleged 
importation of intoxicating liquor.

RED CROSS WORK IN 
SERVIA IS DESCRIBED 


American Director Declares Un- 
preparedness There Was 
Like That Here. 


When Dr. Edward W. Ryan, one of 
the directors of the American Red Cross, 
reached Belgrade, Servia. in Septem- 
ber, 1914, with a staff of three surgeons 
and eight nurses, to take charge of the 
general military hospital, he found 500 
wounded men there under the care of 
one medical man and a corps of un- 
trained volunter nurses. 

Servia had a Red Cross organization. 
Dr. Ryan told a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
at the Jefferson Hotel today, and it 
was about as efficient as the American 
Red Cross was until recently. If Ameri- 
ca had been invaded instead of Servia,

he said, there would have been the same 


degree of unpreparedness to care for 
the men who fell in battle. 

In the ensuing 4 months Dr. Ryan 
and his staff, which was increased to 
12 surgeons and 2 nurses, handled 27. 
oo wounded men, of whom about 15,000 
were allies and the other 12,000 men of 
the central Powers. Dr. Ryan was made 
Girector of the nine Bellgarde hospitals, 
but the American Red Cross staff con- 
fined its work to the General Military 
Hospital, the capacity of which was in- 
creased to 2000. Dr. Ryan, after 14 
nicnths, came out of Servia and spent 
six months in other warring countries, 
but returned last July and remained un- 
til January. He ts here assisting in the 
Ked Cross campaign. He will speak 
tonight at the Odeon and tell some of 
his experiences. 

Wounded Men Brave. 

“It is impossible,“ said Dr. Ryan, for 
the wildest imagination to conceive the 
conditions in Europe. They have to be 
seen. There has never in the history of 
the world been as much suffering at 
one time as there is now as a result 
of the war.

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THE SENATE “IMPOSSIBILITY.” 

A parliamentary bugbear of taree generations 
in the Senate was dissipated with perfect ease 
when approached with resolution and courage. 
The rule limiting debate was adopted after only six 
hours of debate and with but three opposing votes. 

This brilliant victory for the President is the 
most important achievement so far placed in his 
remarkable record as a breaker of precedents. 
Under the pressure of popular sentiment the 
growth of Senate conviction favoring some form of 
cloture reached the culminating point with the 
outrageous spectacle with whith the Sixty-fourth 
Congress closed. 

Undeterred by prior failure, the President in- 
stantly assailed the deficiency that perpetuated 
this one point of dangerous infirmity and feeble- 
ness in our governing system. The issue which 
might otherwise have been evadable, as it has been 
evadable during the years of the past, was made 
inescapable. The President employed the powerful 
logic of actualities, not merely the logic of poten- 
tial evils. 

The “irremovable obstacle” in the Senate was 
hurled aside by the gathering of an irresistible 
force. With the army left unprovided for at a 
moment of peril and defense for jeopardized ship- 
ping neglected, what could the dismayed advocates 
of unrestricted chatter offer further? What re- 
mained of the contention that the lack of cloture 
had never resulted and never would result to the 
nation’s hurt? 

The rule adopted is narrow in efficacy and scope. 
It can be invoked with profit only when exception- 
ally favorable circumstances are present. But it 
is a long step in advance, longer than any step 
that will subsequently be taken in the Senate’s 
evolution into a real legislative body. 

The handicap in,the adoption of even the sim- 
plest form of clture in the past has been the fact 
that filibustering could be employed against it 
with exactly the same facility as against any other 
measure—as against the ship-arming measure last 
week, 

But assent has at last been obtained to a change 
under which dilatory debate on a genuine cloture 
measure can be checked. 8 

A rule to prevent legislative measures of vital 
national importance from being talked to death 
cannot itself be talked to death at some future 
time when the Senate desires to go farther. 

The country, which very earnestly desired this 
change, congratulates the Senate. In becoming a 
legislative body, it need not cease also to be a de- 
liberative body. 
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THE MICROBES AND THE BURGLAR. 

That story from Chicago about the burglar 
who bathed his cut hand in a basin of water 
containing myriads of deadly germs sounds al- 
most too plausible to be true. One can hope that 
it is exaggerated without being suspected of 
mawkish sympathy for a wrongdoer. 

The thief, according to the story, cut his hand 
when robbing a dentist’s offic He went into a 
doctor's office on the floor below and washed the 
wound in water in which the doctor had. placed 
some cultures he had been using in a bacterio- 
logical investigation. The physician is quoted as 
saying that the wretched man undoubtedly will 
be on an operating table somewhere within a 
week. 

One hopes that no bacteriologist would be so 

careless and unscientific as to leave millions of 
death-dealing microbes in an open container 
where anybody might easily become contaminated 
through accident. Somehow or otber, doctors 
don’t do that sort of thing outside of fiction sto- 
ries as a general rule, and it is a strain upon 
the credulity to think that the victim of such 
negligence should be a malefactor actually, de- 
serving of severe punishment. Nevertheless it 
often happens that as strange things do happen 
in real life as any fiction writer ever imagined 
and this may be one of the instances. 
If the story should be true and the wretched 
business come to its logical sequence, it will not 
be easy to draw a satisfactory moral from the 
tale. The margin of ghance is too small for com- 
fort. One might call it “retributive justice” in 
the case of the burglar, but what could it be called 
if, instead of being a thief, the unhappy victim 
had been some chance visitor or even a relative 
of the bacteriologist? 
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TERRIFIC LASHING FOR STONE. 

Several days have passed since Senator Stone 
and the small group who arrayed themselves be- 
hind the banner of La Follette betrayed thei: 
country’s interests in the time of crisis. They 
have been days of gathering wrath and the 
storm of resentment throughout the land is great- 
er now than it ever was. Second thought has 
added to popular rage instead of allaying it. 
The press of the entire country speaks in almost 
one voice of condemnation. Contributors to the 
“Letters from the People” columns of all the 
papers have joined in the chorus of execration. 
Twenty-six contributors to the Post-Dispatch 
open forum in one day rebuked Senator Stone's 
share in the business, while only one commended 
it. 

Bitterly as the Senator has been assailed by the 
press and public of his own State, and especially 
of its three largest cities, he has been even more 
bitterly assailed outside of Misséuri. 

‘Missouri feels disgraced and ashamed of Sen- 
ator Stone and Representatives Shackelford and 
Decker,” says the St. Joseph News-Press. 

“Missourians will observe with profound hu- 
miliation that a leader of this band who conspired 
to make the United States contemptible before the 
world is William J. Stone,” says the Kansas City 
Star. 

“The last week has been a revelation of ‘little’ 
Americaniém that has been as astonishing as it 
was disgraceful,” says the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
It bas shown that there are some men in Con-

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A NEW ERA FOR OUBA. 

Perhaps Jose Miguel Gomez had a good dea! 
of @xcuse for attempting insurrectionary bluffs 
too often. Once before when he attempted such 
a bluff it made him President of the Cuban re- 
public. The outcome of a second attempt finds 
him disastrously defeated in a heavy battle, a 
prisoner in the hands of his political enemies and 
facing a not uncommon end for Latin-American 
Presidents—execution by the firing squad. 

When the Washington of Cuba, Thgmas Estrada 
Palma, after one most creditable term as Presi- 
dent, ran for a second election, Gomez was his 
opponent. Whatever may have happened in the 
primaries, there can be no doubt of the regularity 
and correctness of the result of the election. 
Gomez and his party, foreseeing defeat, had de- 
clared a boycott on the polls. In large areas of 
the island they refused to vote. Gomez himself 
fled to the United States prior to the election 
and from the safety of New York hurled invective 
at Palma and the party in power. 

The election, of course, went to Palma by de- 
fault, with a decisiveness giving no ground for 
legal protest, and the only recourse left to the 
Gomez adherents was to take to the brush. Mr. 
Taft, who was sent down to adjust things, found 
the rebels vehement in threats of trouble making 
and the Palma adherents placidly content. The 
line of least resistance was to side with the rebels, 
which Mr. Taft promptly and mistakenly did. The 
honest Palma, whose only fault was a too credu- 
lous belief that Cuba libre, after years of blood- 
shed, had for all time abandoned the insurrec- 
tionary habit and that insular defense agajnst in- 
triguers of the Gomez stripe was unnecessary, re- 
signed in justifiable indignation at so monstrous 
a judgment. Gomez easily won the succession. 

But the second Gomez withdrawal to the bush 
disclosed that many changes had taken place— 
changes in Cuba itself, changes in the United 
States. 

A cooler-headed, more judicious President sat 
in the White House and sent no messenger to 
give inducements to febellion> Cuba had made 
some progress in preparedness. Gomez has al- 
ready incurred a fate in defeat that will be 
a deterrent against Cuba’s further Mexicanization. 
A new era opens for the insular republic. 
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LOOKING FOR AN AMERICAN BULGARIA. 
Berlin's plotting to raise up enemies agzinst us 
on this continent may seem crude and directed | 
along fantastic lines, but it must be remembered 
that this is just the sort of plotting that appeals 
to some minds. The net Germany spread in the 
Balkans seemed too obvious to snare anything. 
While she played clumsily on racial jealousies 
and offered material inducements, the world did 
not believe that anybody could be persuaded to 
incur the heavy costs of hunting with the lion 
when the lion would be sure to take the lion 
share of the game. But one day the entente was 
startled by Bulgaria’s entrance in the war. 

We must not be too sure of her inability to stir 
up embarrassments on this continent. A few 
rifles and a supply of cartridges are all that are 
needed to start a troublesome movement in some 
Latin-American countries. 
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SOMETHING DOING IN BUFFALO. 

The late lamented O. Henry, with that whim- 
sical touch for which he was celebrated, wound 
up one of his most thrilling stories with the 
remark, I wonder what's doing in Pvffalo.” 

If that very clever writer were still with us 
he could wonder more than ever. If some things 
are actually doing in Buffalo tha: are said to 
be doing there, they would supply a theme to 
which O. Henry's pen could do justice. For 
there is a rumor—not well defined, it is true, 
and perhaps not sustained altogether by the 
facts—that Buffalo is getting a toe-hold on the 
Angora of the Rev. Billy Sunday. 

The Rev. Billy is not so exclamatory «as he 
has been in other cities, it is said, but is more 
restrained and far less picturesque in manner. 
While he is still going regularly to the mat with

DICTATOR FEARS. 
GRAVE PRUSSIAN 


FOOD SHORTAGE 


Diet Is Told That Conditions in 


Larger Industrial Centers Is 
Especially Critical. 


LONDON, March 9.—The Prussian food 
controller, Dr. George Michaelis, made 
in the Prussian Diet Wednesday what 
the Koelnische Zeitung calls a serious 
speech on the food situation, says a 
Reuter dispatch from Amsterdam. 

Dr. Michaelis declared distress was 
such that a more severe state of things, 
especially in the industrial centers, hard- 
ly could be imagined. He indicated the 
possibility that all surplus stocks of 
' grain would be exhausted and said radi 
cal measures were néeded to enable the 
people to hold out until next year. 

“We have in the third year of the 
war,“ the food controller is quoted as 
“discovered that among all sec- 
tions of the people the general feeling 
evinced is not one of that endurance for 
which we had hoped. This may have 
most serious results. 

We have not perceived in the towns 
that stern supervision which is absolute- 
ly necessary in the distribution of food- 
There has been widespread abuse 
of the bread tickets, entailing grave con- 
sequences as regards our stocks. 
tickets have been illegally used on suc® 
a shocking scale that our entire reserves 
were exhausted. So, when potatoes 
failed and bread was ordered as a sub- 
stitute, there was none available. Flour 
has been reduced, owing to similar ir- 
regularities in the bills.“ 

Dr. Miohaelis urged the utmost se- 
verity to remedy the shortcomings while 
there was yet time. Some of the milis 
would have to be closed and the munici- 
palities deprived of their autonomous 
Rationing and requisitioning 
must be strictly applied with respect to 
eggs, milk, butter, fruit and vegetables. 


“We are confronted with the thought 


of what would happen,” he said if this 
measure also should fail and what grim 
starvation here would be, if suddenly 
during the closing months of the eco- 
romic year, we should find there was 
insufficient food and we could not hold | 
out. The ensuing misery would be inde- 
scribable.”’ 


The speech caused a sensation and the 


Socialist, Hufer, who followed, accord- 
ing to the Rheinisch Westfalische Zeit- 
ung, declared the junkers were to blame 


a famine supervened, An attempt 


was being made, he said, to shift the 
blame on England. 


The selfishness of the agrarlans, he 


said, is the cause of the high prices. 
The war would long since have been 
ended if everyone had to suffer hunger 
equally. The present meat ration is in- 
sufficient. To withhold such a neces- 
sary from the people in the interest only 
of agrarian tariff is damnable. I re- 
call Prof. Abbes’ retirement from the 
council of the war feeding department: 
the strikes of munition workers in Es- 
sen and Berlin, owing to under feeding, 
have only too well justified him.” 


The Minister of Agriculture vigorous- 


ly defended himself against attacks. Hé 
alluded to the critical situation created 
by the partial success of the entente’s 
plan of starving Germany, and added: 


For the small bread ration one can 


only make the Almighty responsible who 
has not given us the harvest we expect- 
ed.“ f

Cabin Pierced by Missile. 


Less than 0 meters to port of us, 3 
shrapnel has exploded, and a piece of 
it has gone right through our cabin. 
One of my officers brushes the pieces 
of iron carelessly aside. “A souvenir 
for those at home,“ he, remarks coolly. 

At the top of my volle, I shout: 
‘Ascending rudder! Ascending rudder!" 

The ship responds quickly and un- 
lingly mounts te heights where we feel 
the icy air waves, leaving the danger- 
ous, death-dealing little white puffs de- 
hind us, and farther and farther away 
the specks of fire are falling. 


We are homeward bound on an east- 
ern course along the Thames while a 
thousand dangers still stand between us 
and our home hangar.

control of the Atlantic cables. 


MEXICO CITY, March 9.—The wire- 
less station at Chapultepec recently has 
picked up several messages from sta- 
tions in Europe. The station, believed 
to be the most powerful in Mexico. 
however, is said to be incapable at pres- 
ent of transmitting messages more than 
some hundreds of miles. The station is 
under Government supervision and is 
not available for private messages. i. 
any other powerful plant is in opera- 
tion it is not publicly known. All wire- 
less is under Government control, ac- 
cording to the new Constitution.
